Khrushehev's comments shout intelligence activities and the 
Central Intelligences Agency, to aur mind, represent part of a 


deliberate campaign to discredit U. 5. latelligence and thas leave 


&@ clearer field fey Communiat subversion. Uf there ie a thaw in 
the Cold War, Khrushchev obviously would like to deprive the 
Uaited States of one of its priecipal weapons fer combating 
Communiam. You have noted, of course, that ia all of hie talk 
about desiring peace, Khrushchev has etated that Mescow bas not 
renounced and will eet change its ehjactive that ali of the satiens 
of the free werld should and shall become Communist. 


As far as Khrashchev's epecific aims are concerned, 1 
would point out firet that ene af bia motives: wae to draw out any 
faformation that any official veply or action might supply. You 
yecognise, af courses, that from time to time ageats are exposed 
and apprehended. This aften happens te Soviet agents. These 
agents sometimes carry beth mousy and ciphere Known gs oue-time 
pads, These pads are usefal salely lor communications between that 
ageat and his home base, and do not affect any other cammunication 
system, As lar as we are concerned, Khrushchev has set got prack 
aomlert out of us in this respect; {a fact, acthing comparable te 
what we have gained from Eoviet defectors and agents. 
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As far as the general communications systems of the U. $. 
Government are concerned, they are protected between sender and 
recipient by a variety of means, none of which were made suspect 
by Ehrushchev’s remarks. We are constantly calculating the 
protection given te suck communications by the inherent security. 
of the devices used and are constantly alert to interpret and exploit 
any information which would alter our calculations. Khrushchev's 
remarks were limited to matters. which did net give as a7 new 
information of this. sort, 


Ia general, we would say that for the United States te react 
te Karushchev'’s remarks as certain quarters anys maggeated would 
be te play into the hands of the Soviets.
